' For, behold! when we were in this diſtreſs 
and ſo perplexed, that we knew not what to 
do ; when all faces, as the Prophet ſpeaks, were 
turned into Paleneſs, and mens hearts tailed them 
for fear of what was coming upon them 53 God 
ſent deliverance unto. us by a great PRINCE: 
Whofe Heroick Spirit was ſtirred up to venture 
his Perſon, and all. his worldly; intereſt, to free 
w from our impendent dangers. _ .. | 

Many things ſtrangely concurred to favour his 
deſign. The very Wind and the Sea were fa- 
yourable to him, God bowed the hearts of all 
the : people, of theſe Realms, as .-one . man, to 
viſh well to him; and the hearts of many to 
affiſt him: Never 'was there a more Univerſal 
conſent to any enterpriſe : never was any more 
alily ſucceſsful. All oppoſition, in a ſhort time

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vaniſhed : The Fortes that were raiſed to enſl}ave 
us, helpt to deliver us. In brief, a long had 
deſign, which had been cunningly managed for 
many years, and fo craftily carried on, that it 
was : almoſt "brought to perfedtion before it wa 
generally perceived, was blown away and daſhed 
in pieces, like a buble, in an inſtante.

By which means we are preſerved in the peace. 
able poſſeſſion of thoſe Bleſlings, which of all other 
are the moſt valuable 3 and which we hope will be 
lecuted to our Poſterity, as the beft Inheritance- we 
can leave them : our Holy Religion, and the Exg-+ 


| biſh Liberties Yea, our very Lives, we ought'to 
| conſider, are redeemed from deſtruction by this 
| Signal Deliverance, which God hath, wrought for 


us. For in alittle time, if he kad not moſt graci- 
ouſly interpoſed, They would have. been ar the 
mercy of our cruel' Enemies: unleſs we had left our 
own dear Country, and fled for ſafety, as the French 
Proteſtants were forced to do, into Forreign places, 
And yet, alas! whether we ſhould have fled would 
have been hard to find: For all other Proteſtant 
Churches would have been undone: together with us, 


_ and preſeatly buried in our Ruines. 


Can we be unmindful of ſuch a Delzverazxce as this ? 
or inſenſible of the great Goodneſs of God, who hath 
preſerved us, from loſing all the happy fruits of it, 
by the marvellous ſucceiſes God hath hath given to- 
their Majeſties Arms in /re/and, this Summer 2- 

Can we forget thoſe frightful dangers which we- 
have eſcaped z which would-have beea ten times more- 
cadfu),. had we relapſed into. them 2 $hall we be fo- 
tunid. as to have no more ſenſe than the Beaſts,. 
which think of no danger, but juſt when it ſtares: 


them in the face ?- This would be the greateſt dan-- 
ds | Wo 
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how we ought to be affefted both 'with our paſt 
Dangers, and with our late Deliverances: that we may 
behave our ſelves ſuteable to the obligations that are up- 
on us. Which is the laſt thing I propounded to be con- 
ſidered; in purſuance of this caution given by Moſer 
of old, which concerns-us as much now, that we 
take heed to our ſelves leſt we forget the things which on 
Eyes bare ſeen, and leaſt they depart out of our Heart 
all the days of our Life.

And frft let us refle& upon our Dangers ; and 
feriouſly confider what the Remembrance of them 
requires of us. To which if we apply our ſelves, 
theſe three things will immediately offer themlelves 
to our thoughts. | 

Firſt, That we ought to repent of thoſe Sin, 
which brought us into them : | 

Secondly, Make good thoſe pious Reſolutions 
which, it is to be hoped, we made in the. time 
of our diſtreſs, _ | 

Thirdly, - Abhor the Spirit of Popery ; which turns 
the World up fide-down, and to ſettle it ſelf, puts 
all things into confuſion. 


For the jr/# of theſe, it is very proper 
on fuch a Day as this, to call our ſelves to an 
account, '\and examine wherein we have any way 
offended 'God,: that we may be © humbled for it, 
and repent 'of it: becauſe, as our Sins brough 
us "into all the 'forementioned Dangers, 'and if 
they 'be -not- amended will * throw us into new 
ones, which - may prove our utter undoing ; fo 
HA RES the 
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the due Conſideration. of them will ſerve. to mag- 
mifie the goodneſs of God and raiſe our thankful- 
nels unto him, who, notwithſtanding our high 
Provocations, was pleaſed, of his infinite Mercy, 
rodeliver us. | i 
There is no Sinof which we have been guilty, bur 


contributed more or leſs to our latedangers;, but ſome 
| Sinsled us dire&tly into them. I will mention a few, 


Firf, our remiſineſs in Religion : in which.ſome 
among us were ſo far gone, as to ſay, . they 
could diſcern no ſuch gfeat difference between xs 
and Rome, that we need make a. Conteſt about ir. 


| This was very comfortable News, no doubt, to 


thoſe of the Romzſh Faftion; and gave them no ſmall 
ncouragement, to attempt what our Eyes have ſeen,

 Theancient Heathens thought themſelves ſo much 
indebted to the Deliverers of their Country : that 
they ſet no bounds to their affedtion, but honoured 
them as Gods.

How could this Nation then do leſs, than own 
him for their King 3 who had been their Deliverer 
from Slavery, both of Soul and Boy 2 This 'is no 
more than common Gratitude hath inclined all 
Mankind to do, for thoſe who only preferved their 
Civil Liberties, when they were invaded. He that 
redeemed them, they thought had a good Title to - 
them 3 and by reſcuing them from their Oppret- 
for, entred upon all the legal Rights AR to

And every good Man among us, who ts of a 
contrary Judgment, I would willingly believe, ſe. 
rioully laments his infelicity , that he cannot ac. 
knowledge his preſent Majeſty, with ſuch Grati- 
tude, as is due to ſo great a Benefaftor. Which will 
not ſuffer thoſe who feel the leaſt touch of it, to do, 
or to ſpeak, or ſo much as thizk any thing, to 
the prejudice of him, who hath ventured his Life, 
many a time, to preſerve our Religion and Liber- 
ty. | Yea, we ought in Gratitude to him, as well as 
out of love tg our ſelves, to give him the utmoſt af. 
ſiſtance we are able, for the ſupport and ſecuri- 
ty of his Government : that is in truth, for the 
defence of our Country and Religion. Which 
is the only thing that he can be thought to deſign ; 
unleſs it be the preſervation of the Reformed Re- 
ligion every where, and of the Liberties of theſe 
Parts of the World which are in danger, by the 
Ambition of a Powerful Oppreflor. And this is 
matter of Joy to us, and Thanksgiving to God this 
day, that however ſome particular Perſons may be 
ill affefted, the Body of the People, it appears by 
their Repreſentatives, are unanimouſly dif{poſed 
to grant His Majeſty a Supply as large as his De- 
fires, for the carrying on what he hath ſo happily 
begun.
